Dnnn has imposed, after the Natal 
fashion, a hut tax on his people, amount- 
ing to five shillings per hut, payable in 
cash, every penny of which he keeris 
himself for his own purposes. Dunn is 
a Kaffir chief with European skill to 
raise a revenue for himself. He taxes 
all wagons going into his country to the 
amount of £25, and he has the right and 
the power to lay an embargo on all 
trade at will He is a clever, observant, 
brave man, who means to make money 
fairly and rule reasonably if he can; but 
he takes thought to himself because he 
ia " wise in h£ generation," and has no 
guarantee for the permanency of his 
office, one created by whim ana of most 
uncertain tenure.

As be was passing an 
alley beyond the Dodson mansion on 
Chestnut street, a man stepped out as 
Goodfellow approached, and commanded 
him to hold up his hands. Instead of 
doing so Mr. Goodfellow, who was a 
brave man and stout for his years, grap- 
pled with the wonkl-be robber and while 
the two were struggling together for the 
mastery, a second robber, (who is believed 
to have been Williams), came from a 
shadow close by, and deliberately shot 
Goodfellow in the breast The victim 
fell to the ground mortally wounded, and 
both ruffians fled rapidly down the alley 
and escaped. They were seen by a negro 
in a barn as they ran past The report 
of the pistol was plainly heard by people 
in the neighborhood, and soon a crowd 
collected where the wounded man lay 
bleeding and partially unconscious. He 
was borne to his home, where he died on 
the following morning.

William W. Kerr, wbich occurred last 
evening, May 11,1882, at the family resi- 
dence on the southwest corner of South 
Main and Washington Sts. The deceased 
has been confined to his room since last 
fall, and bore up under his affliction, a 
disease which he contracted while incar- 
cerated for two months in Libby prison, 
with Christian fortitude, passing away 
easily and peacefully, surrounded by his 
family and near relatives, who have min- 
istered unto him tenderly during Us long 
illness. 


The deceased was born in 1835, in Flor- 


ence, Washington connty, Pa., and was 
therefore in the 47th year of his age. He 
became a salesman in V. Barber's store 
in 1858, with whom during subsequent 
years he was associated in .business. 
When the war broke out Mr. Kerr en- 
listed as a soldier in the 85th regiment 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, and 
was commissioned Captain of Company 
A of that regiment He served his coun- 
try gallantly until taken prisoner, when 
he was thrown into Libby prison at 
Richmond, Va. While in this foul den 
the deceased was greatly reduced in 
flesh, and like manj 
other Union 


prisoners, contracted a disease from 
which he never recovered. After his 
release he returned to Decatur, and 
has since resided here. 
During the 


past ten years, Captain Kerr has held the 
responsible position of corresponding 
secretary and head book-keeper in the 
check-rower manufacturing firm of Ha- 
w 01 tli i- Sons, from which he was com- 
pelled to retire last summer on account 
of failing health. He was a careful and 
correct business man, and in all his deal- 
ings with his. fellow men he displayed 
that integrity and honesty of purpose 
that ennobles aud elevates man in the 
estimation of his associates and friends. 
Socially, Mr. Kerr was genial and cour- 
teous, his relations with his acquaintances 
being of the pleasantest character. He 
was an honored member of Decatur 
Lodge, No. GS7, Knights of Honor, and of 
Decatur Lodge, Independent Order Mu- 
tual Aid; also an active member of the 
Macou Count) Veteran Association. 


The deceased leaves a widow and one 


child, and a number of relatives hi this 
and other cities, who have the sympathy 
of our people in their sad bereavement.
